Directions to write Letters. 


THE occaſion of writing Letters is various, at 
oft requires ſoundneſs of judgment, and an a 
coherence, that may win upon the affections of t. 
reader, to comply with what is deſired. 

By Letter we may expreſs our minds more pleaſ 
than by words, eſpecially by words unpremeditate 
we are able. 

Next, conſider well to whom you direct your Le 
ters, and on what occaſion, and let your ſtile | 
ſuitable; but let your ſtile be honeſt, eaſy, and 
telligible. If you write to learned and ingenic 
perſons ſuit your ſtile accordingly if you can; 
thoſe of mean capacities, let your words and phr: 
be plain and eaſy. But precedents being more ec 
fying than precepts, I ſhall lay down ſuch brief ral 
and directions, that may be uſeful both in paruculy 
and in general. | 

Firſt, In Letters of Buſineſs there is no ftandit 
rule to direct you, but they muſt be indjRed as t
